English Bishop Thinks Their Men- 
tal Level Is Above Ours.

LONDON, Sept. 29.—Dr. E. W. 
Barnes, Bishop of Birmingham, 
told the British Association for the 
Advancement of Science today he 
thought there were other worlds 
than ours inhabited by beings su- 
perior to man who even now prob- 
ably are sending messages to the 
earth. 

“T have no doubt,” said the 
Bishop, who is one of the leading 
theologians of England, “that 
there are many other inhabited 
worlds and that on some of them 
exist beings immeasurably beyond 
our mental level.

BANK IS CLOSED. ORIGINAL COURTHOUSE 


, Taken to Chicago 
for Columbian Exposition, 
Will Be Returned. 


The first St. Clair County Court- 
house, a log building constructed | 
in 1716, will be brought back to 


Cahokia, its original site, 
Chicago this winter. It is probably 


the oldest public building in this| 


part of the country. pabout 30 feet 


In connection with the construc- | 
tion of new state and county roads. 
into Cahokia, the county has ac-| 
quired a park site of two blocks, 
where the courthouse will be set 
up, and where it is proposed to 
erect a monument to George Rozg- 
ers Clark, famous frontiersman. 

The courthouse—measuring 18 
x24 feet and made of black walnut | 
—was removed from Cahokia to 
Chicago for the Columbian Expo- 
sition in 1893 and stands on an 
island in Jackson Park. The South 
Park Board has agreed to relin- 
quish it to St. Clair County. The 
courthouse was brought to St. 
Louis temporarily for the Louis- 
iana Purchase Exposition in 1904. 

Free transportation has been of- 
fered for the courthouse between 
Chicago and Cahokia by the IJili- 
rois Central Railroad. B. C. Me- 
Curdy, county highway superin- 
tendent, who is making the ar- 
rangements, said that citizens of 
Cahokia had agreed to put it up. 
It will be taken down at Chicago 
and each piece marked on a plan.

CPISUOPALIANS 
CUMPROMISE ON 
DIVORCE CANON 


Bishops Win Point in the 
Making of Courts in Each 
Church District Discre- 
tionary. 


By the Associated Preas 
NVER, Sept. 29.—Reaching a 


compromise on the marriage and 
divorce canon, both houses of the 
general convention of the Protest- 
ant Episcopal Church today adopt- 
ed a canon recommended by a con- 
ference committee composed of 
members of the House of Bishops 
and the House of Deputies. ' 

In the compromise the Bishops 
won their point in recommending 
that establishment of ecclesiastica! 
courts in each diocese and mission- 
ary district be discretionary, and 
that the courts operate through the 
Bishops. The Deputies had voted 
to make such courts mandatory, 
of the Bishops 
negligible. 

The compromise proposal retains 
the provision of the present canon 
which allows ministers of the 
church to remarry the innocent 
party to a divorce granted on the 
grounds of adultery. This excep- 
tion had been removed by the 
Bishops and retained by the Depu- 
ties. 

Both houses are agreed that min- 
isters of the church shall not sol- 
emnize the marriage of persons 
divorced an other grounds and that 
no members of the church with a 
former spouse still living shall be 
a party to another marriage con- 
tract if the divorce was from 
causes arising after marriage.

HAMILTON HOTEL: 
BUNDHULDERS SUE 
FOR FORECLOSURE 


Chicago Bank Also Asks for, 


Receivership, Alleging In- 
terest Due Last April Was 
Not Paid. 


A hearing will be held Thurs- 
day on the application for appoint- 


ment of a receiver for the Hamil- 
ton Hotel and sale of the property 
at foreclosure for the benefit of 
holders of first mortgage bonds. 

The Hamilton, a four-story, 200- 
room structure on the southeast 
corner of Maple avenue and Ham- 
ilton boulevard, is owned by Chi- 
cagoans. Suit for the receiver and 
foreclosure was filed yesterday by 
the Guardian National Bank of 
Chicago, against the Hamilton 
Hotel Corporation. 

The bank describes itself as 
holder of $31,500 in mortgage 
bonds out of a total issue of $145,- 
000 dated Oct. 15, 1928. It alleges 
that interest on bonds due last 
April was not paid and that the 
property is deteriorating so that 
bondholders’ rights are being jeop- 
ardized: The hotel corporation, it 
is alleged, is insolvent. 

Difficulties of the Hamilton Ho- 
tel follow those of several other 
large hotels and apartment build- 
ings in St. Louis which were fin- 
anced by first mortgage bonds sold 
to the public a few years ago 
when such properties were in de- 
mand and rents were high. With 
the recession in business in the 
last two years defaults have oc- 
curred in several issues. 

Completed just before’ the 
World’s Fair in St. Louis in 1904, 
the Hamilton Hotel was owned for 
many years by Mrs. Minna B. 
Ross. In October, 1928, she sold it 
to Charles E. Hallenbeck of Chi- 
cago and on the same day he trans- 
ferred title to the Hamilton Hotel 
Corporation, of which C. V. Eck is 
president. 

To finance the transaction the 
bond issue was sold to the public 
through the Chicago investment 
house, Holzer, Inc. F. L. Holzer, 
of that company, is said to be one 
of the principal owners of the 
Hamilton Hotel Corporation. 

In the original mortgage the 
Title Guaranty Trust Co. was 
named as trustee for the bondhold- 
ers, but it withdrew, and a few 
days ago Willard P. Armstrong, 
city sales .manager for Ely & 
Walker Dry Goods Co., was named 
trustee. 

Armstrong would not comment 
today. referring inquiries to his 
attorney, Thomas H. Cobbs. Such 
actions as that filed yesterday or- 
dinarily would be filed by the at- 
torney for the trustee, but Cobbs 
said he knew nothing of the suit 
until it was filed and did not know 
what bondholders the Guardian 
National Bank represents.

Of U. S. to Sink Nautilus 


Secretary of Navy Approves Scrapping of 
Arctic Submarine in North Sea in Lieu 
of Return to U. S. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—Per- 
mission to sink the submarine Nau- 
tilus in the North Sea, off the coast 
of Norway, was granted today toa 
Sir Hibert Wilkins by the Shipping 
Board. The board consented that 
Wilkins take the vessel out to deep 
water and scrap it, instead of re- 
turning it to a North Atlantic port. 

Secretary of the Navy Adams 
was consulted after Wilkins sought 
permission to scrap the boat about 
three weeks ago. First denied per- 
mission, he explained to the board 
he considered it dangerous to at- 
tempt the ocean crossing. 

Adams said “It would appear 
that any method of selling or 
scrapping the vessel outside the 
United States would be attended by 
certain difficulties.” He added he

With her ventilators open and

Special Equipment Removed. 

For the last week, with the 
help of Norwegian Navy Yard of- 
ficers and men, we have gone 
through the vessel from stem to 
stern, removing all special equip- 
ment supplied by the Wilkins- 
Ellsworth expedition and which will 
suitably serve future polar expedi- 
tions, whether by submarine or 
other modes. 

The Geo-Phisike Institute of Ber- 
gen, kindly and with the customs 
authorities’ permission 1s storing 
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free the food, clothing and equip- 
ment remaining from the Nautilus’ 
voyage across the Atlantic, through 
the North Sea and.under the Arctic 
ice. 

It. is not without emotion that I 
watch our old boat being taken to 
her moorings. She stubbornly re- 
fused to move smoothly toward the 
Arctic; but she served her purpose 
—she was the first boat to push 
under the ice of the Arctic Sea. 
With her we gained considerable 
useful, hard-earned experience. 
We have opened the gate leading 
to a field of extensive and impor- 
tant research:. we have reached 
beneath the rugged, icy pavements 
to the polar cellars, collecting 2 
handful of results. H 
Scientists Pleased With Results, 


Our scientists and others, like 
Profs. Helland, Handson, Krogness, 
Venig and Meinesz, who have an 
opportunity to study them, believe 
them to be far more than enough 
to justify the expense and risks in- 
volved. 

I am well satisfied that the ex- 
perience gained will make possible 
the construction of a submarine re- 
liably suited for Arctic service. The 
wealth of knowledge to be gained 
from the area about the pole can 
hardly be collected unless the sub- 
marine is used.

Order Result of Suit Testing 
Requirement for Patented 
Mixer in Laying Asphalt. 


Suit attacking the validity of the 
city’s new requirement for use of 
a patented rotary mixer in laying 
asphalt paving was filed in Circuit 
Court yesterday by two property 
owners. In response to it, Judge 
Hartmann issued a temporary re- 
straining order to stop work of 
paving Kingshighway Northwest, 
between West Florissant avenue 
and Hall’s Ferry road, which was 
to have started today. 

The case will be heard Oct. 7. 
While the suit was brought as a 
matter of the plaintiffs’ individual 
interest, according te their counsel, 
officials regard it as a test case in 
behalf of banks and paving con- 
tractors. More than $1,000,000 
worth of aphalt paving contracts 
have been awarded by the city 
since the rotary mix specification

The agreement, sought by Am- 
bassador Culbertson, gives Amert- 
can commerce on certain products 
equal rights with French com- 
merce, which obtained a similar 
agreement last May. It also is ex- 
pected to serve as a preliminary 
step to a commercial study leading 
to a treaty covering all articles sold 
by Americans in Chile, many of 
which do not come under the new 
agreement. 

The agreement covers the cus- 
toms duties on 138 articles. The 
proposed new treaty, for which the 
temporary agreement opens the 
way, is expected to cover the entire 
range of United States-Chilean 
trade, which would mean the inclu- 
sion of hundreds of other articles. 
Cosmetics, toilet articles and 
medicinals are among the 138 items 
included in the agreement signed 
yesterday. 

There has been no commercial 
treaty between the two countries 
since 1850. In 1834 a commercial 
treaty was ratified, but this was 
abrogated by Chile 16 years later. 

In urging the agreement, Am- 
bassador Culbertson pointed out 
that the United States imposes no 
duty on nitrates or copper, two of 
Chile’s principal products, and that 
virtually all other Chilean products 
are admitted free of duty. He said 
that the United States was grant- 
ing to Chile without a trade agree- 
ment the privileges which the 
country received from France by'! 
virtue of the Franco-Chilean agree- 
ment.

as it neared the Nova Scotia coast 
and was lost. 

Officers of the Westernland who 
told of Kowalcyck’s suicide when 
the steamer arrived here yesterday, 
said the steward had been morbid 
and worried since the siip left New 
York. He had’ been questioned 
particularly about two aliens held 
at Ellis Island and was to have 
been questioned again on the lin- 
er’s return from Antwerp. He was 
a resident of that city.

Dominion Government Em- 


phatically for Conserva- 
tion but Leaves Regula- 


tions to Provinces. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
TORONTO, Ont., Sept. 23.— 


While they are emphatic on the 
need for further conservation 
measures, Federal wild game au- 
thorities are reluctant to abandon 
their traditional policy of leaving 
to the provinces the regulation of 
such matters as the length of the 
duck-shooting season. 

Ottawa officials are known to 
be in fairly close touch with vari- 
ous provincial authorities, and so 
long as the treaty with the United 
States is respected by the prov- 
inces, the Dominion is content to 
let the provinces judge of their 
own best interests in the matter, 
Under the treaty with the United 
States, three and a haif months of 
shooting is allowed in each coun- 
try. In comparing restrictions in 
Dominion in South those in the 
United States perhaps consideration 
should be given to the fact that 
there are ‘ar fewer duck shooters 
in this country than in the States. 

Ontario’s duck shooting season, 
which opened Sept. 15, is one of 
the longest in the provinces. It is 
legal to shoot ducks in Ontario 


‘during two months or more, and 


the open season this year is the 
same as in other years. In Que- 
bec the season also opened as 
usual on Sept. 1. Manitoba’s open 


season for duck shooting was 10} 


weeks last year, but has been re- 
duced to six this year. The season 
will open Oct. 1 and extend to Nov. 
14. This, however, is two weeks 
longer than Saskatchewan's re- 
stricted open period of one month, 
which commenced Sept. 156. 
According to C. H. Attwood,

Fisheries, states there is no shortage 
of wild ducks in this province, 
that the number is about the same 
as it was last season. According 
to the revised Dominion law, On- 
tario, Quebec and Manitoba are 
not asked to reduce bag limits to 
any extent, but considerable reduc. 
tions have been made in the prov- 
inces of Nova Scotia, Prince Ed- 
ward Isfand, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta. 

Last year in the open season an 
aggregate of 25 ducks of all kinds 
was allowed in Nova Scotia, Prince 
Edward Island, Quebec, Northwest 
Territories and Yukon Territory, in 
any single day. One hundred and 
twenty-five woodcock was the sea- 
son’s limit in these provinces in 
1930. This year Nova Scotia and 
Prince Edward Island has reduced 
the daily bag limit on ducks to 15 
birds of all kinds. The seasonal! 
limit still remains at 125 woodcock. 


} In Saskatchewan < hunter could 


bag 30 ducks and geese in. a day 
last year, providing he did not 
shoot more than 10 geese. This 
year for the first two weeks of the 
open season the aggregate is re- 
duced to 20, not more than five of 
which may be geese. In any day 
after the first two weeks of the 
open season, 30 ducks and five 
geese are allowed. 

A further provision is, however, 
that no one shall have in his pos- 
session at any time, a greater nume- 
ber of any kind of ducks and geese 
than he may legally kill in two 
days. Last year a total of 30 ducks 
of all kinds was allowed in any 
day in Alberta. This year the total 
is reduced to 15 during September 
and 25 during the remaining two 
weeks of the open season. Fifteen 
geese were allowed each day of last 
year’s open period, while only 10 
are allowed this year. 

In 1930, 200 ducks could be 
taken in Alberta during the shoot- 
ing season, while this year the law 
decrees that only 104 ducks can be 
shot, while 25 geese is the limit for 
the whole season. 

A closed season is brought into 
effect on wood duck until Jan. 31, 
1932, and a closed season on eider 
ducks until thes ame date except 
that in Nova Scotia, New Bruns- 
wick, Prince Edward Island, 
Yukon and Northwest Territories, 
and the northern part of Quebec,

Weather conditions are prohibi- 
tive to duck shooting only in cer- 
tain northern sections and in most 
cases the seasons fixed by each 
prevince are practicable. Only in 
the Saskatchewan dried-out areas 
is any particular shortage of ducks 
reported. In Manitoba and On- 
tario the supply is perhaps greater 
than usual. The shooting seasons 
here are regulated according to the 
estimated supply of game.

made against him. He said that 
the law clearly stated that the sus- 
pension of the boxers and the re- 
vocation of the Post’s license were 
called for, if his action is sustained 
by the Court.

SPEND AND PROSPER. 

In his first address on the winter's relief problem, 
Walter S. Gifford put the thing on a personal basis 
when he said, “It is your depression and mine, and 
when and how we get out of it lies in each person's 
power to some degree.” He further emphasized in- 
dividual responsibility as regards unemployment 
vith his observation that “if the public buys neither 
work nor goods, it is the public that is indirectly 
discharging men.” | 

There may be nothing strikingly new in this com- 
ment and counsel, but as a philasophy it kicks the 


old-fashioned virtue of thrift out the back door. The 
time-honored maxim of “a penny saved is a penny 
earned” is-suspended. We are urged to spend as 
liberally as we can. The roots of prosperity are 
found in large spending accounts, not in. swollen 
savings accounts. 

It is good advice, of course. Yet this philosophy, 
officially commended under the stress of a crisis, 
has been acquiring the status of economic orthodoxy 


ever since mass production made current the expres- | 


sion, “buying power.” There can be no permanent 
prosperity without balanced production and con- 
sumption. That, too, is a familiar platitude, but as 
an article of faith it has been more widely preached 
than practiced. Its sincere and universal practice, 
which will have to come, if we are to escape periodi- 
cal visitations like the present, will require, it seems 
to us, not only the adoption of economic safeguards, 
such a8 unemployment insurance and provisions for 
old age, but labor will have to be brought into real 
partnership with capital, with « substantially larger 
share of the proceeds of industry. The consumer 
must be able to consume consistently and confident- 
ly if the producer is to produce on the machine's 
vast scale. 

Everybody today is, we suppose, on a buyer's 
strike, more or less. The banker who refuses to 
finance an intrinsically sound enterprise because of 
conditions is a striker, just as the wage earner or 
salaried worker who is shaving expenditures be- 
cause he can’t tell what will happen. Fear has got 
us all. It may be an unworthy emotion. It may 
be the worst possible policy in the circumstances, 
but it is here, and we doubt if it can be ejected by 
any appeal; however well reasoned or exalted. 

It may be repeating the reiterated obvious to say 
there can be no sustained, dependable buying power 
with the wealth of the country as unequally divided 
as it is now. Our multi-millionaires do not and can- 
not keep Mr. Ford’s fantastic wheels revolving. They 
do not throng the aisles of department stores. No

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FOR A DRIVERS’ LICENSE LAW. 

Asking for a moratorium on motor fatalities, T. 
P. Chapman, head of the St. Louis Safety Council, 
points out that 128 persons have been killed by auto- 
mobiles in §t. Louis this year, or 16 more than last 
year. Police Judge Foster's suggestion is that Mis- 
souri attack the problem by enacting a drivers’ li- 
cense law. It is a suggestion worthy of the gravest 
consideration. 

As it happens, a study of the effects of drivers’ 
license laws has been made by the National Safety 
Council. Its conclusions are: 

that nine states which have passed such laws 

with examinations since 1916 have had 29 per 

cent fewer motor vehicle fatalities than they 


would have had if they had experienced the 
same percentage increase as the other states; 


that up to Dec. 31, 1929, when the laws were in 

effect on an average of only eight years, the 

drivers’ license laws were responsible for saving 

22,000 lives; 

that if all states should adopt such laws, in a few 

years there would be a saving of 5000 lives an- 

nually. 

The Safety Council’s study is impressive because it 
Wart made as nearly as possible with scientifie exact- 
ness. In comparing fatality rates of regions with 
drivers’ license laws with those in regions. not hav- 


ing them, care Was exercised to exclude other factors | 
that might have accounted for the difference. Thus: | 


Both groups of states include a diversity of geo- 
graphical, racial, economic, climatic and other 
conditions. In both groups there are areas of 
highly congested traffic and other areas not con- 
gested. In both groups there have been great 
increases in interstate travel and in both groups 
Some states have had greater increases of such 
travel than have others. 

States now having license laws, with the important 
requirement that drivers must take examinations, 
and with administration by a centralized state motor 
vehicle bureau, are Massachusetts, Connecticut, New 
York, Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Maryland, Califor- 
nia, Vermont, Arizona, New Hampshire and Rhode 
Island. The last two states were not fheluded ip 
the study because statistical information was lacking 
for an accurate comparison. In Vermont, the only 
State to show an increase in deaths in the period 
Studied (1916-1929), it was shown that it could be 
attributed to tourist travel in the summer months, 
during which great numbers of out-state tourists 
motor through the State.

Germany and the Disarmament Parley 


Disarmament of Allies essential to terms of Versailles treaty and League Covenant, says 
ex-Ambassador to U. S.; Germany stripped of military power, but other nations 
delay; Europe's peace rests on false basis, with Reich helpless and neighbors grow- 
ing stronger; treaty draft rejected, as it provides. no decrease from present forces.

RINCIPALLY, Germany’s attitude to- 
P ward the problem of disarmament is in- 
fluenced by two considerations: on the 
one hand by her obligations and rights out 
of the treaty of Versailles; on the other by 
the requirements of her geopolitic situation 
and the necessities of her national security. 
German disarmament was fixed in detail 
by the treaty of Versailles, Germany has 
carried through this disarmament, both 
with greatest difficulties and greatest moral 
and material sacrifices. According to the 
terms, German disarmament should only be 
the beginning of a general limitation of 
armaments of all nations. This general 
limitation of armaments was one of the 
most important demands, which Mr. Wilson 
published in his well known 14 points to 
be the program for world peace. DPuring 
the armistice conference at the end of the 
World War, this program was formally 
agreed upon as basis of the future peace, 
Later on, Article 8 of the Covenant estab- 
lished the obligation to general disarma- 
ment for all members of the League of 


Nations, 
© - . 


Germany’s disarmament, therefore, is 
closely connected with the approved demand 
and obligation to general limitation of ar- 
maments. It should not be a permanent 
and special arrangement for Germany alone, 
but should be, as it were, only a standard 
for the future general disarmament, which 
should be carried through according to the 
principles of Article 8 of the Covenant. The 
notes of May 29 and June 16, 1919, ex- 
changed between the German delegation 
and the Allied and Associated Powers, 
prove this to be the real interpretation at 
the time of the peace conferenee. 

At that time the German delegation in 
their remarks on the conditions of peace 
agreed upon the principal idea of the dis- 
armament clauses, fixed in Part V of the 
treaty. In their answer, the Allied and 
Associated Powers acknowledged “that Ger- 
many’s approval of the clauses concerning 
her disarmament will facilitate and acceler- 
ate the realization of a general reduction of 
armament.” 
fact that the clauses of Germany's disarma- 
ment represent “at the same time the first 
step toward the general reduction and lmi- 
tation of armament, which, being one of the 
best means to prevent war, is endeavored 
to be attained by the mentioned Powers and 
will be one of the first tasks of the League 
of Nations.”

On this basis, Germany has always loyal- 
ly contributed to the preparatery works to 
the first general disarmament conference. 
She could take that attitude the more as 
the obligation for general disarmament hes 
again and again been positively admitted 
by leading politicians of our former enemies 
to be the necessary consequence of the Ger. 
man disarmament and the condition for its 
permanent legal validity. ' 

Germany's claim, agreed upon by the 
treaties, stands side by side with the claim 
of the German people for the security of 
national life and for equality of rights 


They further emphasized the. 


among the nations. The League of Nations 
is a peaceable organization between free and 
equally entitled nations, Its democratic 
fundamental principle will not allow mem- 
bers with different rights. It would be con- 
trary to equality of rights if Germany alone 
should be subject to the clauses of disarma- 
ment of the treaty of Versailles without a 
general disarmament equally Hmiting the 
liberty of other nations’ armament. 

It also would be contrary to equality of 
rights if, as is the case today, the security 
of Germany’s neighbors would be guaran- 
teed by Germany's insecurity. What other 
nations claim their right would be for Ger- 
many a source of wrong and threat. Chan- 
cellor Bruening cumulated the signification 
of this antithesis in his speech at Kiel on 
May 18, 1931: “One does not serve the peace 
in creating nations of two-fold rights and 
two-fold security. A safe guaranty for 
world peace can only be a union of free 
nations with equal rights, their happiness, 
their own sense of responsibility and their 
willing subordination to the spirit of peace.

The importance of general disarmament 
is clearly characterized by these sentences, 
The German claim to genera! disarmament, 
to the removal of the present armament 
imparity, to restoration of equal security for 
all nations, therefore, is at the same time 
a demand and a necessity for the mainte- 
nance of world peace. 


What situation do we face in view of five 
years’ work of the Preparatory Disarma- 
ment Commission? The commission has 
completed a draft convention for a general 
disarmament agreement, to be the basis for 
the discussions of the first general disarma- 
ment conference, meeting in February, 1932. 
During the discussions of the Preparatory 
Disarmament Commission, I had always to 
Oppose this draft and finally to reject it as 
a whole. Jan. 20, 1931, Reich's Minister 
Curtius declared at the Assembly that Ger. 
— had to vote against the draft conven- 

on. 

What are the reasons for this attitude? 
The draft convention would not dispose of 
the situation of two-fold rights, to which 
I just referred. It would neither take into 
account Germany’s claims for equal secur- 
ity and equal rights within the League of 
Nations nor the obligation of the other 
nations to actual disarmament. For, it sig- 
nifies—at least concerning land disarma- 
ment—not a reduction but in the utmost a 


stabilization of present armaments. It will 


fix general disarmament according to other 
methods than those of the German disarma- 
ment provided for by the treaty of Ver- 
sailles. On the other hand, it is understood 
that a situation of equal rights concerning 
disarmament can be attained only by equal- 
ity of methods, 

Therefore, to achieve positive results the 
general disarmament conference will have 
to dispose of the draft convention of the 
Preparatory Disarmament Commission of to 
alter it considerably in order to attain a 
state of true equality among ali nations 
sharing in the conference, ‘

Reports at Tokio of Revolt Against 
Manchurian Governor. 
TOKIO, Sept. 29.—From reports 
assembled here today it appeared 
that all the political rivals of 
Chang Hsueh-liang, Governor of 
Manchuria, had risen against him 
in the present trouble in his prov- 
ince between China and Japan. 
Many reports lacked confjrma- 
tion but it seems there is a definite 
move on the part of certain Chinese 
in Mukden, capital of Manchuria, 
to make the provinces of Mukden, 
Kirin, Heilung-Kiang, Jehol and 
Mongolia an independent state. 
There is nothing to indicate that 
the movement has developed be- 
yond the formation of a special 
commission which planned a sev- 
erance of relations with the Na- 
tionalist Government at Nanking. 
It was reported by Minister of 
War Minami at today’s meeting of 
the Japanese Cabinet that the city 
of Harbin’ favored an independent 
Manchuria. Minami said the Har- 
binites appointed a special com- 
mittee headed by Gen. Chang Cin- 
hui to afford protection to the va- 


rious nationals at Harbin. 

A report to Rengo News Agency 
from Mukden says anti-Soviet Rus. 
sians have been active in favor of 


having their own independent state. 
This appeared to involve Russians 
who have extensive farming, cattle 
and dairying interests in Western 
Manchuria near the Siberian bor- 
der. 

Previous reports told of a move- 
ment at Mukden in favor of a par- 
liamentary government and of the 
formation of a provisional regime 
for Kirin Province. 

Chang Hsueh-liang is 30 years 
old, the son of Chang Tso-lin, war 
lord who ruled Munchuria for many 
years. Young Chang took the reins 
of government on his father’s 
death, Unlike Chang Tso-lin, who 
fought for many years for Manchu- 
rian unity and separation from the 
Chinese Nationalists, the son made 
an alliance with Nanking. More 
than a year ago Chang demon- 
strated his adherence to the Na- 
tionalist cause by aiding in putting 
down a rebellion of Northern Chi- 
nese militarists. Recently Gen. 
Shih Yu-san, a Northern anti-Na- 
tionalist, attempted a military 
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movement against young Chang but 
this was nipped in short order. 

For several weeks Chang has) 
been in the Rockefeller Hospital in 
Peiping.
